Fuars Worth Mare Now Than for Past 83
Years,
From the Dwuth Heraid.

Tha many wreppers operating in northern
Minnesota will reap a rich barvest the present
wii tw, meaning many comforts, even luxu-
ries, & the log eabins of scores of sturdy sete
tlersin the wilds of the northern country,
who are mainly depandent upon their traps
during the cold months for a livelihood,

The settlera and professionals in the country
directly triburary to Duluth look for thh
most part to mink, marten and otter to make
their trapping operations profitable, and the
pelts of these Jittle animals at present com-

. mamd a higher price than at any time during

the past thirty-three years, while there has
been a decided slump in the prices paid for
furs from the black, blue and silver fox,
which bring only $50 each now, where a year
or two ago they were as high as $300 aplece.

Last winter $4.30 was considered a good
price for a mink pelt, and it wasn't mora
than & season or two hack that $2.50 was the
higheat paid for a single pelt of ths kind,
Now a choice raw mink fur will bring &11, and
amarten pelt from $18to 820, where 88 or 87
was paid last winter. An otter skin is worth
22 just as it comes from the trapper's hands,
which is nway above any price paid for mors
than thirty years, Quite a few fisher ara
canght through northern Minnecota, and
these are worth from $8 to #10. Beaver are
very scarce in this State. They ars worth
from $7 1o $0 each,

The higher priaes paid for furs will alse
prove a boon to the Minnesota Indians, or
siuch of them at kast a8 have any business
ahility., A good many of the Indians trap
during the winteg, but the trouble with tha
majoriiy of them is that they do nat knosw
